Men Faultier 


Than Machines 


Fifty-five persons died yesterday 


in Washington in America's worst 
aviation disaster. 
But it was caused by 
some- 


thing that plagues all 
transport, 


ground and sea, as well as air —• 
a mixup in traffic at the port or 
terminal, resulting in a horrible 
collision. 


An Eastern Air Lines 
plane, 


coming into Washington's National 
Airport from New York, was 300 
feet off the 
runway 
when 
a 


Bolivian Air Force officer trying 
out a secondhand 
fighter 
ship 
crashed into the airliner arid cut 
it in two. 
Railroad trains miss signals and 


pile up at a freight siding. Ships 
fail to dodge each other coming, 
into a harbor, and collide. . .Such 
things aren't in the operating man- 
ual of. the men who run 
our 
transportation systems; but they 
occur just the same. 
Yesterday's Washington 
crash 


was strictly a failure of men rath- 
er than machines. Eastern 
Air 


Lines has one of the best safety 
records in the airline 
business. 


Washington National Airport 
is 
equipped 
with 
every 
known 


aviation traffic guide and safety 
device. But an unforgivable col- 
lision just the same. 
One report does indicate a sort 


of mechanical failure 
— 
the 
Bolivian air officer failed to re- 
spond to the tower's final radio 
landing instructions. That is what 
caused the collision. It is presum- 
ed the fighter plane's radio re- 
ceiver may have 
failed 
mo- 


mentarily — although it was work- 
ing perfectly a few seconds before. 


But the railroads have an an- 
swer for signal system failures. 
When anything fails the signals 
flash red — and stay that way. 


Aviation attempts to follow the 
same safety system. The Bolivian 
air officer was still waiting on the 
final landing instruction when —• 
and it — 
his 
radio 
receiver 


actually failed. 
Therefore 
the 


accident inevitably traces back to 
an error in human judgment; the 
Bolivian came on and attempted 
to land anyway, colliding 
with 


the loaded airliner.

Tommy Powell, about 35, 
a 


resident of south Hcmpstcad county 
drowned about 9 o'clock last night 
while gigging fish on '27 Cutoff, 
a large lake, 14 miles south of

County line. A companion, Howard 
Barnes, managed to swim to safe- 
ty. 


The body was recovered at 
1 


a.m. in 18 feet of water, about 80 
feet from the bank by residents 
of the area, Hempstead Coroner 
Rufus Herndon, Jr., and La Fayctte 
County Sheriff. 


•Barnes said 
Powell 
suddenly 


stepped to the front while 
the 
boat, powered by a motor, 
was 


moving. The front end dipped under 
water and the entire boat sub- 
merged. 
He said he thought Powell was 


behind when he started swimming 
toward the bank. After making it 
part of the way to shore he hung 
onto a snag to rest but couldn't 
see Powell,

Signs Indicate 
Lewis Seeking 
Coal Peace 


Washington, Nov. 2 —(/P)— John' 


L. Lewis told the governor of In- 
diana today that he is ready to 
negotiate a prompt coal peace pact 
with Indiana mine operators 
or 


those "of any other state." 


The declaration from the United 


Mine Workers leaders was in re- 
sponse to an appeal 
from Gov. 


Henry F. Schricker for an "im- 
mediate" strike settlement. 


The governor declared a state of 
emergency in Indiana as a result 
of the coal cut-off 
and 
advised 
Lewis that the s i t u a t i o n was 
"acute and tragic." 


Lewis replied that his union has 


been trying to negotiate a peace 
pact "for many months past." 


"Our efforts," Lewis wired 
the 
Indiana g o v e r n o r , "have been 
stalemated my major 
industrial 


and financial interests. 


'You are free to advise the coal 


operators of Indiana," Lewis told 
he governor, "that the representa- 
tives of the United Mine Workers 
will negotiate 
with 
them 
alone 
and independent of the operators 
of any other state if they desire to 
make an agreement for Indiana. 


"If they indicate such a desire 


our representatives will promptly 
meet with them to work out a ten 
tative agreement which 
will 
be 


presented to the policy committee 
of the United Mine

sembles in Chicago next Monday 
afternoon, November 7."

at the CIO convention in 
Cleve- 
land. 


But three years ago they opened 


the door for what's happening to 
them now. 


The .time was Nov. 18, 1946. The 


place: Atlantic City, N. J. 
The 


CIO was holding its conventions 
:here at that time. 


It was a couple of weeks after 


the 1946 election in which the Re- 
publicans had won control of con- 
gress from the Democrats. 


This was the first time 
sin__ 


1932 that the Democrats who hac 
befriended organized labor, had to 
play second-fiddle to the Republi- 


The CIO didn't know what lay 
ahead and wanted to keep as mucn 
strength as it could. 


Further, it needed strength be- 


cause it was getting sot to demand 
wage increases in 1947. 


By November, 1946, strong anti- 


communist feeling had begun 
to 


build up in this country. 


The CIO particularly had 
been 


singled out for criticism because 
of the activity of communists 
in 
some of its unions. 


The criticism of CIO had grown 


so strong that the non-communist 
leaders in the CIO decided 
they 
had to do something. 


At the same time 
they 
didn't 


want to split the CIO wide open 
by a left-wing fight. Not at 
that 
time, anyway. 


So Philip Murray, president 
of 


the CIO set up a special commit- 
tee of six CIO union presidents. 


Three of them were anti-com- 


munists. Three were so-called left- 
wingers including Ben Gold, head 
of the furriers union, and an 
milted communist. 
ad- 


The six-man committee drew up 
resolution which 
said 
merely 


that the delegates were opposed to 
communist "interference" 
in 
the 
CIO. 


Murray indicated he wanted 
a 


quick vote and no talk, by saying 
he expected a "unanimous rising 
vote." That's 
what 
he 
got, 
a 


unanimous vote, joined in by com- 
munists and anti-communists. 


But how could Gold, one of the 
top communists in 
this country, 


take part in drawing up such 
a 


resolution and voting for it? I got 
him off the convention floor 
and 
asked him. 


Gold answered: 
"To 
maintain 


the unity of the CIO and resist at- 
tacks of employers and the reac- 
tionary Republican machine. If the 
employers thought the CIO 
was 


going to engage in a 
purge 
or 


witch-hunting, they must be disap- 
pointed." 


Gold, though was only repeat- 


ing almost word for word what 
at that time was the Communist 
party line. The Daily Worker, the 
communist paper said 
in 
July 


19-JO: 


"Everytiling must be done to re 


inforce and cement the unity and 
strength of the CIO." 


I thought at the time that the 


resolution passed by the 194(i con- 
vention was weak as milk-and-wa- 
ter. Or so it seemed. Maybe that's 
vhv Gold and the other commu- 
nists could vote for it looking on 
it as harmless. 


Actually, that resolution opened 


the door for what followed. After

30 More Die 
in Columbia 
Violence 


Bogota, Colombia, Nov. 2 —(UP) 
— The newspaper El Liberal re- 
ported today that 30 persons were 
killed in Caldas and the town in 
Boyaca province was razed in a 
new outbreak of political violence. 


Other sources reported a battle 


was going on between residents of 
Billcta and the nearby communi- 
ties of Qucbrada Negra and Sasai- 
ma, some 50 miles from Bogota. 


Troops in Bogota were reported 


alerted for possible intervention in 
the political 
riots 
which 
have 
caused hundreds of deaths in re- 
cent weeks. 


These sources said the troops 
were concentrated in barracks in 
the city and officers were ordered 
to join their units. But minister of 
war Gen. Rafael Sanchez Amaya 
said "the country is quiet. There 
is no alarm at this time." 
More than 100 additional deaths 
have been reported from scattered 
localities as the political violence 
forces apparently continued 
un- 


checked. The reports were based 
mostly on information from -con- 
servative and liberal newspapers.

Nations on grounds that Conserva- 
tive party officials in many sec-
